The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record does not anticipate or render 
obvious the claimed azo compound of the formula (1) or dye type 
polarizing film or polarizing plate comprising it. The closest 
prior art compounds are disclosed in Swiss Patent 326553. The 
compounds disclosed therein differ from the claimed azo 
compounds in that the amino group that corresponds to "D-E" in 
formula (1) is bonded to the 7 -position of the naphthol radical 
instead of the 6 -position and the compounds lack the phenyl or 
naphthyl group that corresponds to "A" in formula (1). The 
reference provides no motivation to modify the compounds 
disclosed therein to arrive at the claimed compounds.
